He is expected to 
arrive in the city on Friday, and msy 
able to throw new light on the affair. 
Miss Orosson left no letter explaining 
her riMh action, and spoke but a few 
words as she lay awaiting death, those 
being but to give directions to the 
physicians, etc. It would appear that 
the girl has friends here, for in one 
of Mulchay's letters he alludes to 
MrAt^fiiliker, of No. 50 Brackenridge 
street, evidently a "mutual friend."
